The Southern Exposition will be held 


at Louisville, Ky., beginning August 1, 
1883, and continuing one hundred days. 
At the time of this writing, over $252,- 
000 hate beeu subscribed by the people 
of Loaisville and is now being paid iu 
and new subscriptions are being received 
daily. 


That Louisyiire was iu earnest in uu- 


derUking the greating exposition ever 
held iu this country, except the Na- 
tional Centennial Exposition of 1876, is 
evidenced by the fact that her own peo- 
pl» havo freely supplied all the means 
required, and no outside assistance has 
b«en solicited.

position will be done, and all that the

will com* iu parson and see this exhi- 
bition of the arts and industries of the 
various sections of onr laud. 


Th« scale on which-this Exposition 


will be conducted may be inferred from 
the fact that the main building, now in 
progress, is 900 by GOO feet, covering 
about thirteen acies, with an appropria- 
tion of over $150,000 for the cost of 
erection, with the necessary machinery 
and interior development provided for 
at additional cost. 
A comparative esti- 


mate of the extent of this building may 
b« drawn from the statement that the 
great International Cotton Exposition 
at Atlanta in 1881 covered only eight 
acres. The only change that can now 
be mad* in the dimensions of the build- 
ing will be to extend wings from the 
south side so as to increase the area for 
exhibitions. 


Fourth street is the great retail streel 


-of Louisville, and is the most populai 
and fashionable promenade. At the 
southern end of the customary prome- 
nade, and in the midst of the most fash- 
ionable residence part of the city,' lies 
Central Park—a pleasure ground ol 
-eighteen acres, unequaled by any park 
in the world for the size and magnifi- 
cence of its forest trees. 
Central Park 


lies between Fourth and Sixth streets, 
and is now directly reached by horse- 
car lines on those streets, and running 
beyond the park. This park will con- 
stitute the northern inelosure of the 
Exposition grounds, and the northern 
front of the main building will be on its 
southern line. Arrangements are now 
progressing for bringing every horse-car 
line in the city directly to the Exposi- 
tion entrances, and on the southern line 
of the grounds the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad will erect a railway sta- 
tion, at which passengers from any part 
ot the "United States may be landed 
within 200 or 300 feet of one of tbe Ex- 
position entrances. 


In the past few years Louisville has 


become one of the most important rail- 
road centers iu America, aud its geo- 
graphical position so favors tho advan- 
tage of its railroad connections that it is 
but one night iu a sleeper from almost 
«very important city in the "United 
States. A more central point geograph- 
ically, or one more nccessiblo by easy 
travel, could not. be found, and the fact 
that it stands on the border hue between 
the North and the South, nnd between 
tfae East and the West, makes it an ap- 
propriate place for the several sections 
to gather and exhibit to each other the 
particular products of their industry. 


BIOWi;i,!,\S MEMORIAL. 


Tbe Snu Fruucisuo Chronicle, in no- 


ticing the joint memorial and resolution 
of Assemblyman Howell asking Con-

vada. 


Here tha contract in question would 


58 made, for a lawful purpose, between 
citizens or persons of different States, 
and outside of tho confines of this 
State, and it is plain to my mind that 
•he State of Nevada cannot puss any 
aw to inhibit the performance of such 
contract by the carrier, or to punish the 
ioutraoting or performing parties for 
iterating the contract. 


I think U is open to criticism that 


inch law would impair the obligation of 
ho coutruct, aud that it is a regulation 
if inter-State commerce, uud would be 
leld utioemstitiuion U by the Courts for 
hese reasons. 


I came to this conclusion four years I 


igo, upoa a similar measure, und have i 
'eluctautly arrived at the samo oonclu- 
( 


lion again.

Annoied is the full text of the joint 


resolution, introduced by Speaker. Var- 
ian, and passed by our Legislature, 
requesting legislation from California 
to prohibit sawdust from being emptied 
into the Truokeo : 
• . . . _ • • . , 


WHEBEAS, The Truoken river has its 


source in Lake Tahoe, and its outlet in 
Lake -Pyramid, flowing a distance of 
nearly 200 miles in the States of Cali- 
fornia and Nevada';; and, 
; • 


Whereas, Tho waters of said lakes 


and river are teeming with trout and 
food fishes; and, 


Whereas, At certain, seasons of the 


year the* trout in great numbers are 
running up said river, from its outlet to 
its source, for the purpose of spawning; 
and, 


Whereas, The presence of sawdust in 


the waters of said river tends to destroy 
trout and food fishes; and, 


Whereas, The waters of said river 


have been for many years, and BOW are, 
made available by the citizens of this 
State for irrigating and domestic pur- 
poses, through the medium of canals 
and irrigating ditches, whiohjconvey the 
waters of said rivex to the adjacent 
lands, whereby desert wastes have been, 
and are being, reclaimed, and whereby 
large and constantly increasing crops of 
cereals, grasses and vegetable have 
been, and are now being, cultivated;

Whereas, The prosperity, happiness 


and welfare of a large proportion of the 
citizens of this State are dependent up- 
on the continued purity and volume of

gaged in lumbering and milling lumber 
within the borders of said State, and on 
or contiguous to said river, and have 
been, and now are, accustomed to de- 
posit in great quantities all waste and 
sawdust which are procured by such 
lumbering and milling operations, into

Whereas, Said waste and sawdust is 


carried by the waters of said river 
through its entire length and through

Nevada's Legislature, in order that her 
natural wealth in agricultural capacity 
might be opened, and she might with- 
draw from the roll of "dofunct mining 
camps." I have read in your columns 
facts and warranted statements regard- 
ing the facilities for stock-raising, and 
possibilities for agricultural improve- 
ment within the borders of the Silver 
State and in the heart of the , "great 
American desert,." whioh have excited 
much comment. 
The days of '49 have 


passed for California, and nuggets are 
no longer relied upon to supply to th e 
State its wealth and taxable property, 
Nevada must profit by the same experi- 
ence. The world-wide fame of the new 
Ophir is wanting, and beneath.tho sage- 
roots where 'the 'trade dollar' was> found, 
we must look for that wealth which is to 
establish a permanent and prosperous 
population.aud perpetuate a State. 


You are familiar, no doubt, with the 


legislation which has covered our stat- 
ute books with measures calculated to 
foster and encourage tlae mining indus- 
try, The broad acres of sage-brush 
laud have-waited for the appointed time, 
and it is neur at hand. The agriculture 
of Nevada wna originally limited to the 
grass covered wild lands which bordered 
our natural water courses. Tho limit 
disappeared wheu it was demonstrated 
that the best, .land in the State, tho 
strongest and warmest, soil, was under 
the sagebrush. From that day individ- 
ual effort has accomplished its utmost in 
the endeavor to make the desert waste 
productive. As a result the fact may 
be cited that tho only, agricultural coun- 
ty of the State has to-day more taxable 
property than any other, and at the 
same time pays a Issser rate of taxation.

effort on the banks of the Carson, Hurn- 
boldt, Truokee, Ruby, White, Paradise 
and Walker rivers iu this State. Water 
is also, too, the question of prime im- 
portance whioh engrosses the attention 
of California statesmen to-day. 
The 


State of Nevada has the right of selec- 
tion and sale in and to 2,000,000 acres 
of laud by grant from the general Gov- 
ernmaut. There urn millions of inches 
of water ruuniug to wusti' annually 
ihrougb natural 
chuuiiuls. 
Senator 


Marker's bill proposes to connect these 
two sources of wealth, thereby provid- 
ing for sale of school lands, increasing 
taxable property and populutiou of the 
State, and 'providing a permanent in- 
come for the purposes of State govern- 
ment and future growth. 
The passage 


of this bill will immediately add 200,- 
000 acres to the area of laud now under 
active cultivation, within the State, and 
provide a fund for similar improve- 
ments iu the counties of Humboldt, 
Douglas, Onnsby, Esmeraldn and ELko. 
Remembering the many useful lessons 
which you nave read to us, I am in- 
clined to thiuk that thu seed has at lust 
fallen upon good ground, anil that Sen- 
ator Marker's idea may salve for us the 
problem of Nevada's State sovereignty 
for all time. It is certainly a far-reach- 
ing measure towards the policy which 
has made great States, and which will 
at least enable Nevada to live aud move 
within the constellation.
